Ever since Marconi sent the first radio 
nal across the Atlantic in 1901 long- 
iT wireless Communications have de- 
fled on a region high above us that 
known as the ionosphere This is an 
nvelope of electrically charged particle 
that completely encloses the earth. It 


nds fifty miles clear of the earth and 
two hundred and fifty miles thick 
Its existence was proved in 1925 when 


cientists projected a radio impulse ver- 


tically The impulse hit the ionosphere 
and bounced down again to be picked 
Pp OV a receiver standing next to the 
transmitter. The experiment showed that 
long range radio transmission rise 
obliquely to the ionosphere and glance 


jownward again, like billiard balls off the 
cushion, to distant receivers 

If the ionosphere were stable radio 
communications would be easier. But the 
ionosphere is subject to constant and 
violent convulsions. It alters radically 
with the time of day and the seasons, 
and also from year to year. This Is be- 
cause it is affected by the hour-to-hour 
variations in the suan’s eleven-year cycle 
of radiations. A flare on the sun is often 
accompanied by ionospheric disturbances.
